Collectors  were  pained  to  receive  the  sad  news  of  Mr.  Gehring’s  sudden 
death  on  April  12th  last.  He  had  appeared  to  be  in  excellent  health  and 
had  attended  a meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Prudential  Savings  Bank 
only  the  night  before.  He  was  stricken  by  heart  trouble  while  on  his  way 
from  his  home  to  his  office  in  Third  Avenue,  Manhattan.  Mr.  Gehring  was 
born  June  24th,  1852,  at  Rahway,  N.  J.  He  married  Miss  Mary  Elizabeth 
O’Connell.  About  thirty  years  ago  he  removed  to  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  where  he 
became  prominent  in  business.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  treasurer 
and  charter  member  of  the  Farmers  Feed  Company,  of  the  American  Nut 
and  Seed  Oil  Corporation,  and  of  the  Maritime  Milling  and  Trading  Corpor- 
ation. He  was  also  Treasurer  of  the  Prudential  Savings  Bank,  of  Brooklyn. 
Mr.  Gehring  leaves  his  widow,  a son,  William  H.  Gehring,  Esqr.  four  daugh- 
ters and  three  brothers.  Mr.  Gehring  has  been  missed  among  the  coin  col- 
lectors. The  last  time  we  saw  him  we  believe  was  at  Mr.  Elder’s  complimen- 
tary dinner  to  collectors  in  February  last,  at  Engel’s  Chop-House.  For 
many  years  he  had  the  greatest  interest  in  collecting  and  took  much 
pleasure  out  of  gathering  together  one  of  the  finest  collections  of  gold 
coins  in  this  city.  He  never  forgot  or  neglected  his  pet  hobby  and  was  a 
familiar  figure  at  the  various  coin  sales  both  here  and  in  other  cities.  The 
writer  numbered  him  his  friends  and  valued  him  extremely  and  it  is  an  un- 
fortunate thing  for  collecting  to  see  such  an  ardent  numismatist  die,  for  not 
always  does  another  with  the  same  enthusiasm  rise  to  take  his  place.  We 
feel  that  in  Mr.  Gehring’s  death  coin-collecting  has  lost  one  of  its  best 
followers.
